The District of Columbia Munipipal Regulations governing the procedures in the OHR 
provide that:

Director hm issued u determination on the question of probable cduselo credit the 
compldmt, or on the question ofwh^her the complaint should be closed 
adminhtrativefy.'' 4 DCMR § 722. 

Aecordpgiy, 4 DCMR § 722 is the statute that specifically e^eempts disclosure of flie 
request^ <iocument^ to you because you ai^ not a party to the complaint. 

D.C. Code § 2-S37(a) provides a right to appeal this denial. The code section provides 
that;

nnhiic insj)ection. Suck determination shall be made in writing with a statement of
